A modern  equipped  storehouse  furnishes  storage  for 
Farnsworth  Ranch  Bulbs  at  just  the  right  temperature,  mak- 
ing them  adaptable  for  forcing  as  well  as  outdoor  planting. 


As  Cut  Flowers 

Gladiolus  keep  well.  In  fact,  surpass  all  other  flowers. 
What  a pretty  sigdit  a vase  of  Gladiolus  in  variegated  colors 
proves  to  be  in  one’s  home ! There  is  an  atmosphere  of  good 
cheer  radiating  therefrom. 
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Here’s  the  Way  to  Keep  in  Bloom  in  the 
Vase  Until  the  Last  Bud  Has  Opened 

Cut  for  vase  use  when  the  first  bud  opens.  Leave  at  least 
4 leaves  on  stem  of  plant  to  help  mature  the  bulb.  Change 
the  water  daily,  removing  withered  portions.  Cut  an  inch  or 
so  from  the  stem  daily.  When  cutting  flowers,  be  careful  not 
to  lift  or  disturb  the  bulbs. 

Exercise  this  simple  care  and  every  bud  will  open  to  the 
very  top  and  your  vase  of  Farnsworth  Ranch  Gladiolus 
Blooms  will  last  a week  or  so  to  beautify  the  room  in  which 
they  are  placed.  This  demonstrates  that  Farnsworth  Ranch 
Gladiolus  keep  well. 

Gladiolus  Culture 

Plant  4 to  6 inches  deep — 3 to  4 inches  apart  as  soon  as 
the  frost  is  out  of  the  ground  and  until  about  June  1st.  The 
more  attention  one  gives  to  cultivation,  naturally  the  better 
results.  Work  and  fertilize  the  soil  thoroughly. 

If  stable  manure  is  used,  it  should  be  spaded  in  in  the 
Fall  previous  to  Spring  planting.  Good  results  are  obtained 
from  the  use  of  commercial  fertilizer  applied  at  the  time  of 
planting. 

Unless  the  soil  is  very  light  and  sandy,  or  the  season  is 
abnormally  dry,  good  results  should  be  forthcoming  without 
watering*.  If  watering  is  done,  it  should  be  in  the  evenings 
only,  and  the  ground  should  be  thoroughly  drenched. 

When  to  Dig  and  Winter  Care 

Gladiolus  Bulbs  may  be  dug'  as  soon  as  the  foliage  begins 
to  turn  brown,  of  after  a frost  has  stopped  the  growth.  Cut 
the  stems  off  close  to  the  bulb,  and  place  them  where  they 
will  have  plenty  of  air  to  dry,  preferably  in  a shaded  place. 
When  thoroug'hly  dry  the  old  bulb  and  roots  may  be  removed 
easily.  Store  in  a cool  dry  place  where  they  will  be  safe  from 
frost. 

About  Ordering 

Let  us  suggest  ordering'  early.  The  stock  of  choice 
varieties  is  often  limited,  and  cheaper  varieties  are  in  great 
demand. 
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Prices  quoted  are  for  clean  mature  stock  of  sufficient  size 
to  produce  good  blooms.
